MRS. BLUNDELL BADLY BURNED | Special Meeting Will Be 


WHEN HOME IS DESTROYED 


The citizens of Wetaskiwin were 
shocked on Friday morning last to 
learn that Mrs. Peter Blundell met 
with a very painful accident. in her 
effort to hasten the fire, she poured 
some coal oll onto the fire and in a 
flash the oil can exploded in her hands 
with the result that she was badly 
burned about the arms and body. She 
rushed out of the house and Mr. 
Blundell, who was quite near, assisted 
in extinguishing the flames by throw- 
ing her into a tank of water, She was 
immediately rushed tg the Wetaskiwin 
hospital, where, fortunately, it was 
found that the burns would nov prove 
fatal. 

After assisting his wife, Mr. Blun- 
dell rushed into the kitchen,: which 
was a mass of flames and groped 
around until he found their young 
son, aged 2% years, and rescued him 
in the nick of time. Their baby was in 
the kitchen at the time, in the arms of 
a friend, who rushed out of the house 
to safety. 

The home was completely destroyed 
by the fire in a very short time, and 
none of the contents could be saved,

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OPEN ROADS IN WINTER 


In view ot proposals to keep roads 
open in winter in western Canada, the

GEOLOGICAL STORY 


(Continued from Page 1) 
Ontario, contain their silver, cobalt, 
nickel, copper and gold deposits, also 
the copper deposits of Eastern town- 
ships of Quebec, so that great mineral 
wealth has been given to Canada by 
these old Pre-Cambrian rocks. Re- 
garding the Pre-Cambrian rocks in 
Alberta, we have an area of 14,000 
square miles of these rocks in the 
north-eastern corner of Alberta. In 
recent times some traces of low forms 
of plants—algae—have been found in 
these metamorphosed sediments, indi- 
cating that some life existed along the 
old shore lines of Pre-Cambrian times. 
Silurian beds of silurian formation are 
found along this PreCambrian area 
in the North-East of Alberta, also 
some silurian has been identified fur- 
ther south of the Peace and Atha- 
basca. The salt springs on Salt River, 
25 miles west of Fort Smith, from 
which a few tons of salt were recover- 
ed many years ago by the Hudson's 
Bay Company and missions of the 
north. 

Devonian formation is found over- 
lying the Silurian and this represents 
the upper Deovnian possibly, At Mc- 
Murray the upper Devonian is over- 
laid by the bituminous sands of the 
McMurray formation. Mr. McLennan 
gave some idea of the immense re- 
serve of oil and by-products stored in 
the 140 stretch of bituminous out- 
cropping on the Athabasca. Next oc- 
curs a great break in the Northern 
formation, where we find cretaceous 
formations lying comfortably on top of 
the Devonian. In Southern Alberta, 
in the western part, this break is not 
so pronounced, as we find Triassic and 
Jurassic shales of the lower Mesozoic 
times. The cretaceous rocks are of 
great interest in Alberta, represented 
at the base by the Kootenay Coal for- 
mation, from which coal is mined in 
the Crow’s Nest Pass, at Bankhead, 
Canmore, in Banff area, at Nordegg, 
and again in the Brule area, east of 
Jasper. He described something of the 
flora which we find fossilized in the 
Kootenay shales, indicating great fern 
like trees and plants of the sub-tropi- 
cal nature. Then deposited in the 
great inland sea of Central Alberta 
we have the Belly River formation 
(another important coal horizon), 
then the more or less shallow sea de- 
posit of the Bearspaw shales in the 
south-eastern part are finally at the 
top of the Cretaceous, the widely ex- 
tended Edmonton formation, also coal 
bearing. Fossil remains of these 
times indicate profuse vegetation of a 
tropical or sub-tropical nature. 


He also described conditions when 
the great Reptilean Dinosaurs held 
sway over the swampy interior of Al- 
berta, and their sudden disappearance 
due to lack of adaptation to more 
modern terrestial conditions. 


Then comes the great rise of the 
Rocky Mountains in the West, which 
great movement no doubt helped to 
bring the western plains up to the 
present dry lava state. 


The Tertiary Period represents the 
appearance of Alberta more as we 
know it today, but even now we have 
the great inland sea overlying the 
Edmonton formation, and in this sea 
was deposited an extensive formation 
of sanditone and shale known as the 
Paskapoo. Then more recent still we 
have the highest sediment of all, as 
represented in the Miocene of the 
Cypress and Hand Hills. In these we 
found our first fossilized mammalian 
fauna. The high formation of Miocene 
alone escaped the great erosion period 
when the glaciers swept south and on 
over the 49th parallel, transporting 
soils, sweeping off forests and forming 
nany lakes, and in general changing 
directions of drainage. Finally, after 
all the great changes, we have the 
Province of Sunny Alberta, for the 
time being at peace with the world, 
and with its great hspes for the future. 

Mr. McLennan finished his able ad- 
dress by a fitting story indicative of 
the hope for success that is always 
uppermost in a prospector’s mind.

Farm Loan Act passed by both Do- 
minion and Provincial governments, 
and which will become operative in 
Albetra within the near future follow- 
ing the ‘appointment of the board to 
administer its provisions within this 
province, under the chairmanship of 
James C. Murray, will be $10,000, ac- 
cording to Hon. R. G. Reid, Provincial 
Treasurer and Minister of Municipal 
Affairs. 

In further explanation of the work- 
ings of the act, the Minister said that 
tor every $100 of loan made the Do- 
minion, province and borrower would 
each take $5 worth of stock. The 
spread between the price the Govern- 
ment borrowed money for loans and 
the interest charged ‘horrowers would 
be one and one-half per cent. In other 
words, if the Government borrowed at 
the 5 per cent the borrower would be 
charged six and one-half. 


On a $10,000 loan, the borrower 
would take $500 worth of stock in the 
loan board and dividends would be 
placed tc his credit. Stocks would be 
issued for the life of the loan only. 


While terms of the act provided 
that loans would be made either direct 
to farmers or through co-operative 
societies, the minister said that until 
further notice, loans would be made 
direct to the farmers concerned. 

The Dominion Government will sub- 
scribe to the loan fund to‘an amount 
not exceeding $5,000,000 and a reserve 
fund equal to 25 per cent of the cap- 
ital stock will be set up. 

The Dominion Board will consist of 
four members, one of whom will be 
the Minister of Finance. 

Money will be raised by issuing and 
selling bonds known as Canadian 
Farm Loan Bonds, by taking secur-

LIQUOR IN HOTELS 


The request of Ontario hotelmen 
that either drinkng should not be per- 
mitted in hotel rooms or hotelmen 
should be given control of the use of 
liquor on their premises fs from a 
number of viewpoints reasonable ac- 
cording to the Peterborough Exam- 
iner. 

The privilege granted under the 
Liquor Control Act to guests of hotels 
to have and consume liquor in their 
rooms has had unfortunate results, so 
far as the hotelmen are concerned. 

It has led to abuses to drunken 
parties, annoyance to other guests, 
and a large amount of damage to hotel 
property, damage the proprietors are 
not always able to recover from those 
responsible. 

It is true that to some extent these 
same conditions prevailed under the 
old Act, but hotelmen had _ some 
chance to deal with the evil when the 
use of liquor in rooms was illegal; 
under the present system there is 
nothing they can do but grin and 
bear it. 

The Government would do. well to 
pay some attention to that aspect of 
the Liquor Control Act and endeavor 
to arrive at a solution more satisfac- 
tory than the present system. 

And what the Examiner says of con- 
ditions in Ontario might also well 
apply to Alberta. ‘

MAKING A LAWN 


It is vitally important to get the soil 
in proper condition before the grass 
seed is sown in making a lawn. It is a 
fairly simple matter to make the 
ground level before the seed is sown, 
but after that the job is one that re- 
quires years of patient work. Make 
sure that the surface is level. The 
easiest way to do this is to dig well, 
preferably of “ourse in the Fall, but 
it is too late for that now. Clear out 
everything in the way of stones, sticks 
and roots, and rake level. Now, let the 
soil get a chance to settle; the rains 
will do this, and a late frost will help. 
Rake level again, and repeat two or 
three times. This may take a week or 
two but it is well worth while. In fact, 
unless one is in a great hurry it is 
best to put the space aside for the 
lawn in some cultivated crop like po- 
tatoes for a season in order to have 
the ground settle properly. When 
everything is ready, select the‘ best 
seed obtainable. This is another very 
important point. Lawn seed can be 
secured at prices which vary widely. 
Sometimes, the beginner is tempted 
to purchase the lower-priced article 
but he will be disappointed when his

of at last. For three years this bill 
has occupied the attention of parlia- 
ment. A few of us opposed it strong- 
ly from the beginning and talked it 
out for two years in succession. 
Those who did oppose it, feel gratified 
indeed at the turn of affairs. .This 
year, for some reason, opposition to 
the bill had grown to such an extent 
that it would have been impossible for 
the bill to pass the Comimttee. 


As it has been announced in the 
press that the Sun Life Bill has passed 
and become law, it is well to let it be 
known that the original bill has not 
passed. The bill which passed was 
the wrecks of the original bill and was 
passed more for propaganda purposes 
than for any practical value. The idea 
of the Company in passing the bill in 
the expurgated form was to convey 
the idea to the general public that the 
Company had been successful in get- 
ting its bill through parliament, and, 
therefore, the public is to understand 
that the uproar created by the Farmer 
members from the West was without 
foundation and the Company must 
have been within its rights in asking 
for the legislation. Having no desire 
to give the Company any undue ad- 
verse criticism, we allowed the bill to 
pass without seeking to make any 
capital out of our victory. But since I 
have mentioned the bill in my letters 
for two years previous, it is, I think, 
necessary to indicate what actually 
happencd to the bill.

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year entered by the Senate instead of 
the Commons, came before the priv- 
ate bills Committee, there were rep- 
resentatives of the policyholders 
there to give evidence against the 
capital increase to provide for which 
the bill was drawn; this representa- 
tion of policyholders was a new move, 
and a surprise both to promoters of 
the legislation and to a large majority 
of the Committee. The case against 
the bill was ably presented by the 
witnesses for the policyholders. Then 
Mr. Finlayson, the Superintendent of 
Insurance, who has opposed the Dill 
from the first, repeated his objections 
as also did the Farmer representative 
on the Committee. The result was-that 
when it was time to vote, the Com- 
pany promoters were aware that the 
bill, if put to a vote, would be defeat- 
ed. Whereupon the chairman of the 
Committee suggested that a Commit- 
tee should be appointed consisting of 
representatives of the Company, to- 
gether with representatives from the 
House of Commons Committee, with 
representatives from the House of 
a view to coming to a satisfactory un- 
derstanding. This suggestion was 
adopted, and Mr. McCauley; the Presi- 
dent of the Company, Mr. Finlayson, 
the Superintendent of Insurance, Hon. 
Mr. Stevens of Vancouver, and W. 
Irvine of Wetaskiwin, were appoint- 
ed. Before the Committee met, how- 
ever, Mr. McCauley capitulated; he 
volunteered his willingness to have 
the preamble of the bill amended, and 
to drop sections one, two and three. 

This was all that those opposing the 
bill desired. The sections dropped 
were those which provided for an in- 
crease of capital and for the manner 
in which such capital stock should be 
distributed among the shareholders. 
With these dropped, there was noth- 
ing left in the measure worth passing 
and certainly nothing to take objec- 
tion to. 

So ended a prolonged and _ bitter 
fight betwen Western members and 
the promoters of the notorious Sun 
Life Bill. We feel that our fight in this 
connection has been more than vindi- 
cated by results. The Sun Life Com- 
pany will thrive and be much more 
serviceable to the public without the 
legislation which it sought, and the 
public has been protected against— 
to put it mildly—what would have re- 
sulted in a very much higher change 
without any corresponding increase in 
services. Since the original bill is 
dead, we are glad to bury it without 
further comment upon the subterfuge 
resorted to by its supporters to keep 
alive a thing which had no right ever 
to be born.

Fish to the value of $870,428 were 
caught in Alberta lakes and rivers in 
the fiscal year ending March 31, 1929, 
according to statistics issued by the 
Department of Marine and Fisheries, 
Ottawa. Of this amount $729,334 rep- 
resents the commercial catch. White 
fish headed the list with a total of 2,- 
733,000 pounds valued at $350,793; 
trout ‘stands second with 1,937,100 
pounds’ valued at $22,312 and pickerel 
third with 854, 500 pounds worth $92,- 
160. In addition to this the value of 
miscellaneous fish caught under com- 
mercial licenses is placed at $5,844. 
The total number of commercial licen- 
ses issued during the year was 1,144. 
Domestic licenses numbered 286 while 
976 free permits were piven to In- 
dians :and half breeds. Under these 
classes‘of permits 1,348,000 pounds of

At first they were made 
of mahogany or of satinwood, inlaid 
with other choice woods, and some- 
times painted with flowers or scrolls. 
Later on they were made of lacquer, 
of tortoiseshell, of silver, or of ivory, 
sometimes inlaid with silver and gold 
and mother-of-pearl, and with borders 
of tortciseshell—caddies fit for King 
Solomon’s palace, if Solomon had 
known the blessing of tea. Some of 
the finest cabinet-makers of the period 
including Chippendale and Hepple- 
white, exercised their talents to de- 
ign tea caddies. 

Besides these treasures, some were 
made of neatly-cut straw work, laid in 
geometrical patterns, over a wooden 
box, for such straw work was a hobby 
of the day. Some stand on little feet, 
some have a tiny handle on the lid, 
and all have dainty ‘keyholes. De- 
licious little cabinets, indeed! 

The word “caddy” comes from a 
Chinese word, “catty,” meaning a par- 
cel of tea weighing about one pound 
and a third, for so the Chinese mer- 
chants were accustomed to make up 
their tea. 

The possessor of an old - fashioned 
caddy should treasure it, and use it for 
its original purpose.
